[t appears that on the 10th, the expedition. 
which bud been out nine days, met the enemy 
a short dixtance north of Guntown; our 
cavalry which was five miles in advance, first 
engaged them. but were overpowered and 
compelled to fall back three miles, to Old 
fown creek, when they were joined by. the 
infantry with artillery. At this. point a sharp 
engagement, lasting two hours, took place 
between the forces on the opposite side of the 
stream. Our forces were finally compelled to 
fall buck in the direction of Ripley. closely 
followed by the enemy. Continual skirmish- 
ing was kept up for eight miles, when our 
forces reached a swanip on the Fulton and 
Ripley roads. where another ehgagement was 
had. The road at this point is narrow. the 
mud was deep. and it became ntterly impos- 
sible to move off the wi gon train and artillery. 
At this point the enemy pressed our troops on 
all sides with superior numbers. The cavalty 
after desperate fighting were again compelled 
to fall back. and the infantry was thrown into 
confusion and surrounded by the enemy. The 
greater portion surrendered; of 18 pieces of 
artillery only four were brought off. The 
greater portion of our wounded fell into the 
enemy's bands.

It is rumored here that Lee would at- 
tempt to crush Hunter and menace 
Washington, but there is no fear that 
he will expose himself to Grant. in 
rear. A hopeful feeling exists in all 
circles here. The rebel Capital and 
main army are considered as in a 
worse condition than ever since the 
withdrawal-of MeCleHen from Harri- 
son’s Landing. Another dispatch to 
the World, says, for some nights past 
the enemy have made attacks to learn 
our movements, in which their losses 
were severe. Deserters give dolefal 
raccounts of affairs in Richmond. A 
Tribune special says it is understood 
there that Sheridan’s first work will 
be to destroy as much as possible of 
the road between Richmond and Fred- 
ericksburg, then dash on Charlottes- 
-ville aud destroy the diverging roads. 
It was supposed that Sheridan would 
join Averill. Lee’s cavalry disappear- 
ed on Friday, probably in parsuit of 
Sheridan. <A special says that Steel’s 
army is at Little Rock. Pine Bloff, 
Fort Smith and Duval’s Bloff are 
stropgly defended.

road, a few miles north of Gordouns- 
ville. Au official dispatch has the fol- 
lowing: 1 have the honor to report 
the arrival of my command at this 
poe and also report operations since 
caving Newcastle. I crossed the Pa- 
munkey on the Tth, marching via Ay- 
lett’s, and encamped over Herring’s 
creek. On the morning of the 8th | 
resumed march, via Potumac Station. 
and encamped three miles westof that 
point. Ou the 9th marched through 
Childsburg: and Newmarket, and en- 
cumped on Erie Creek, near Yontg’s 
Bridge. Ou the 10th I marched via 
Andrew’s Station, crossing both bran- 
ches of.the North Anna, and encamped 
three miles northeast of Trevilliaw’s 
On the morning of the 11th Gem Tar- 
bett with his division, and Col. Gregy 
of Gregg’s division, attacked the ene- 
my. After an obstinate contest they 
drove “him from successive lines of 
breast works, through an almost im- 
passable forest back of Trevilliai’s 
Station. My intention was to. break 
the railroad at this station, march 
throngh Mechanicsville and cat the 
Gordonsville and Charlottesville Ruail- 
road, near Lindsay; then. march on 
Charlottesville ; bat on amy arrival at 
Buckchild’s, I found the enemy's 
alry in my immediate frotit.”
